Pear  Sir; 

For 
the  Woodland  Slopes,  for  the  Garden  Wall  and  the  Shaded  Foundation  there 
are  but  few  more  colorful  items  and  the  fragrance  of  the  Azaleas  can 
hardly  be  duplicated,  and  NOW  is  the  time  to  plan  this  planting.

Each  one  of  these 
plants  must  be  considered  as  an  individual.  Some  may  grow  upward  and  nar¬ 
row  while  others  may  dwarf  themselves  and  give  great  spread.  Some  have 
dark  green  and  abundant  foliage  while  others  may  have  lighter  green  foli¬ 
age  less  abundantly.  The  Whites  are  not  plentiful,  the  Pink  colors  run  the 
race  with  the  lighter  and  darker  shadings,  and  the  Reds  are  always  bright. 
Every  plant  has  flowered  this  year  and  flower  buds  show  for  the  next  sea¬ 
son.  All  the  plants  have  wintered  unprotected  from  the  start. 

MOUNTAIN  LAUREL,  one  of  our  finest  native  evergreen  Shrubs,  comes  only  in 
the  larger  size  flowers  and  almost  every  plant  is  of  the  bright  large  pink, 
extremely  showy  with  their  abundant  dark  green  foliage.  There  are  no  finer 
plants  available  anywhere  for  group  plantings.
